“Chain of Locks and 
Dams, One To Be 


At Muscatine 


The $1,326,472 river locks shown 
$n the diagram, which will be be- 
‘ in the Mississippi between 
Davenport and Rock Island in the 
next few weeks, will be the first 
unit of a series of dams arid locks 
that will be placed at intervals of 
about 22 miles on the river from 
Minneapolis to the mouth of the 
-Fiinois river for the 9-foot chan-, 
nel project. 

Preliminary surveys have been 
made by  overnment engineers for 
a similar dam and locks to be built 
across the river near the foot of 





‘ Chestnut street at Muscatine. Plans F 


for this ‘are incomplete, and it 
is not believed a coritract will be 
let for at least two years. 

The dam and locks at Muscatine 
will be similar to those at Rock 
Island but will differ in «several 
details to make them more suitable 
to‘ local conditions. 

“Bear Trap” Dam 

Both dams will be 18 feet high. 
While the Rock Island dam will be 
of roller top construction, permit- 
ting little variation in depth of 
water impounded, the local dam 
twill be of “bear trap” It will 
consist of strong concrete columns 
connected by steel plates, or leaves. 
‘During low water the leaves will be 
raised to hold back thé water and 
form a deep lake, but during high 
water the leaves will be allowed to 
lay flat on the bottom, as there 
would then be nine feet of water in 
the channel anyway. 

A long wall will be necessary to 
protect Davenport and Moline from 
the lake to be formed by the dam. 
No such wall will be needed in 
Muscatine, as the water will be 
raised only to within seven feet of 
flood level. However, it will be 
necessary to construct intercepting 
sewers to catry sewage below the

Lake 10 Miles Long 

The Rock Island dam will create 
a lake 10 miles long, which Daven- 
porters hope will become famed as 
a place for speed bpat races. The 
water will be on enough to cover 

e rapids safely.

The lowest bid on the Rock Is- 
land locks was $1,326,472.05, sub- 
mitted to-the goyernment recently 
by the Merritt-Chapman & Whit- 
ney corporation .of Duluth, Minn. 
This figure was $865,726.95 under 
the government’s preliminary es- 
timate of $2,192,199 for the work. 
The locks are to be completed by 
Oct. 1, 1932.

The main lock will’ be 600 feet 
long, 110 feet wide, and the smaller 
or auxiliary locks will be 360 feet 
long and 110 feet in width. 

In addition to the locks, con- 
struction including a roller-gate 
dam just below the bridge and a 
river wall and intercepting sewer 
along the Davenport and Betten- 
dorf water front is planned. 

These additional projects, how- 

ever, are not expected to be start- 
ed until next year, and then only 
if funds are available. Ample 
funds for construction of the Rock 
Island locks are now available. In 
addition to an allotment of $950,- 
000 from the emergency appropria- 
tion bill passed by congress in De- 
cember, the regular war department 
allottment includes $1,802,000 for 
the Rock Island districts. 

The $1,326,472 contract includes 
only construction of the locks.

CHICAGO—(INS)—Radio broad- 
casting can never supplant the 
newspaper, either as an advertising 
medium or in the dissemination of 
news, according to Lieut. Allan C. 
Forbes, radio consultant of the 
American Research Foundation, 
who recently conducted a survey 
of the radio and newspaper field. 

“More than 5,000 owners of ra- 
dio receiving sets were questioned 
as to their newSpaper-reading hab- 
lis before and after purchasing a 
radio,” Lieut. Forbes said. 

“Out of the 3,729 replies receiv- 
ed, only 167 men and women. re- 
ported a decreasing interest in their 
Gaily newspaper as a result of ra- 
cio programs being received in 
their homes. Of these, 19 explained 
that. they ‘never read more than 
the headlines of newspapers at any 
time’ and asserted that news bulle- 
tins broadcast over the radio served 
chem adequately. 

“The overwhelming majority of 
our replies vindicated the opinion 
that the radio is in no sense a com- 
petitor of the newspaper. It of- 
fers pleasing entertainment, and 
rodio advertising serves its purpose 
in the building of good will, but it 
Jeaves nothing permanent in the 
‘way of impressions. 

“The newspaper on the other

The. prisoner for whose capture 
$101,000 in rewards had been of- 
fered seemed relieved to get with- 
in the jail. One reason was that 
the heaviest penalty that can be 
expected is life imprisonment.

The originial food flavor is lost 
and in this way much food is put 
into the stomach, which, if eaten 
without the highly seasoned dress- 
ings, man could tell whether the 
food was fresh or not.

HOW TO GET RID OF A 
SUPERTLUOUS TRUMP 














The above hand was played at™ 
Contract Bridge; South bid one 
Heart, West one Spade, North three 
Clubs (a forcing jump-shift), East 
passed, South bid three Hearts, 
West passed, and North’s four 
Hearts was the final bid. 

At Auction Bridge South would 
have bid one Heart, West one 
Spade, and North probably would 
have called two Hearts which would 
have ended the auction. 

In the play West, shunning the 
tenace suit which he had bid and 
East had failed to support, opened 
with the Deuce of Clubs; North 
won with the King a-d led King 
and another Heart. South fin- 
essed the second Heart and, when 
West refused, found himself with 
an Ace-Jack over East’s Queen- 
Six. But South then held four 
Hearts to East’s two and North had 
ne more Hearts to lead through 
East. 

Declarer led four rounds of Dia- 
monds, discarding a Spade from 
South on the fourth; next the King 
and another Club from dummy, 
South ruffing the latter. South 
then led the King of Spades which 
West won and led the Queen; 
South had to trump and lead up 
to East’s Queen of trumps which 
took the last trick and Declarer 
was held to eleven tricks. 

Could all of East’s trumps have

he Correct Play 

When Declare found that he 
was sitting with four trumps over 
East’s two, he should have played 
as follows: 

Trick 4 a Club won by North, 
after which (East being marked 
with three Clubs and so unable to 
discard) a third round of Clubs 
from North ruffed by South. South 
then would have only one trump 
more than East. Trick 6 and Ace 
of Diamonds, and then the Jack of 
Diamonds won by South. Tricks 
8 and 9, winning Diamonds from 
North on the second of which 
South would discard a Spade. 
Trick 10 North’s last Club ruffed ° 
by South, leaving South and East 
each with two trumps; and then 
(trick 11) the King of Spades 
which West would win. Then, no 
matter what West led to trick 12, 
the lead would be through East’s 
Queen-Six up to South’s Ace-Jack 
and Declarer would take twelve 
tricks — two more than his con- 
tract.

Robinson, 35 to Newton D. Baker 
and 15 to Ex-Senator James A. 
Reed, with the rest scattering. 

While plainly impressed by these 
figures, several of the Democratic 
leaders in the capital were careful 
to point out today that the conven- 
tion is still fifteen months away, 
and that in that time many things 
can happen. 

Gov. Roosevelt is confronted with 
an admittedly ticklish situation in 
his own state of New York over the 
charges brought against Tammany 
and the Walker administration of 
New York City. In the opinion of 
many Democrats here, the Roose- 
velt stock will rise or fall as time 
goes on by the manner in which he 
deals with the party situation in 
New York. He has already called 
upon Mayor Walker to answer the 
charges made against his adminis- 
tration, and Tammany is preparing 
a vigorous defense. 

Al’s Votes ‘Complimentary’ 

It is a <-.-..ation that rivets the 
attention of party leaders through- 
out the country. They are follow- 
ing evry move made in the pre- 
liminary skirmishing between New 
York and Albany. 

Gov. Smith as second choice to 
Roosevelt did not surpris- Demo- 
crats here, nor did it particularly 
impress them, It was generally in- 
terpreted as “a complimentary 
vote” quite natural under the cir- 
cumstances, but without great 
significance. They were more im- 
pressed by Owen D. Young’s 73 
votes than by Al Smith’s 125, for 
the belief persists in Democratic 
circles in Washington that in the 
end Roosevelt and Young will be 
disclosed as the two great. antagon- 
ists in the convention next year, 
with Gov.

‘OLD ELT INTO 


COLLEGE UNITS | 


Will Separate Boys 
To Permit Better 
Teaching 


By R. T. BULKELEY 

NEW HAVEN, Conn.—(INS)— 
Where Harvard has her “Houses,” 
Yale is to have “Colleges.” 

Yale officials, working out the 
new system of housing her stu- 
dents in undergraduate schools, 
have decided to adopt an old cus- 
tom. A century ago all Yale 
dormitory buildings were called 
“colleges.” 

Under the new scheme of things 
ancient worthies will be honored. 
One unit is to be called Berkeley 
College, after the Irish divine who 
endowed the first graduate work 
here. That will rise where, as old 
Yale men know, Berkeley Oval now 
exists. 

A quadrangle rising along Park 
street is to be called Abraham 
Pierson college, and a companion 
group on York street will bear the 
name: “John Davenport College.” 

The great Harkness Quadrangle, 
for the last decade the marvel of 
Yale, is to be split two ways. One 
part will be called Branford, and 
the other will be known as Say- 
brook College. 

Yale was founded by a group 
of ministers who met in a house 
at Branford, and was first given 
actual life at the shore line town 
of Saybrook. 

Yale officials so far have reveal- 
ed names for but five of the fu- 
ture colleges, Plans are ready for 
construction of eleven such units, 
the others to come when room is 
provided for students living in 
structures that are to be altered or 
razed. 

When the buildings for Daven- 
port College and Abramham Pierson 
college are ready, students will be 
moved to them. When a new divin- 
ity school is completed, the present 
group at Elm and College streets 
-will be torn down, anda “college” 
quadrangle built there. 

The old campus also is to be con- 


“| verted. So is the site of the present 


Yale gymnasium. Another such 
huilding is proposed for land now 
occupied by recitation buildings be- 
hind the art museum on High 
street. 


Three masters have been chosen 
so far for the new colleges: ~- H. 
Emerson Tuttle, a noted engraver; 
Prof. Robert D. French, of the 
Yale English faculty; and Allan C. 
Ballantine, dean of Swarthmore 
college. 

One thing about the house plan 
has not been settled yet. That is 
the question of whether the new 
“colleges” will do away with fra- 
ternities. “The ghost must con- 
tinue to walk,” says Professor 
French, who is devoting much time 
to the question.
